FORGERY

Late last Saturday afternoon, Judge
Thorne hearing the Wilier will case,
pronounced the holographic will sub-
mitted in behalf of Mrs. Minnie Wil-
son, a forgery. After the Court had
declined to give the attorneys for the
holographic will a postponment of the
case and had stated that investigation
of the will would be continued, wit
nesses were again called in for more
evidence.

C. J. Walters was again put on the
stand and he testified that the name
Minnie Wilson appearing on the will
.produced by her attorneys, was in the
same handwriting as certain docu-
ments which had been pronounced as
written by Mrs. Wilson.

C. W. Lynch testifed that he was
.with Mr. Miller when he returned
from California and that he had made
arrangements for him to be taken care
of at the county hospital. He testi-
fied that Mr. Miller had told him that
he wanted to get rid of Mrs. Wjl6on,'
and that he was afraid of her.

Joe Gideon testified that he had
teen present on different occasions
with Asa Harris and Ross --"Blakely"
when Mr. Miller had said that he was
afraid of Mrs. Wilson and that he
wanted to get rid of her.

Lloyd Milwain who was at the san-
itarium at the same time as Mr. Mil-

ler, testified that Mr. Worster was not
in the tent occupied by Mr. Miller on
the afternoon that Worster had stat--,
ed that Mr. Miller had called him in to
help him write the will in question.

At five o'clock Saturday afternoon,
Judge Thorne pronounced the will a
forged instrument.

After court adjourned, (H. H. Wat-ki- ns

filed a petition for the probate
of the lost will which was made by
Miller about July 20, 1917. In this
petition he claimed that this will had
never been revoked.

It had been testified previously that
.Mr. Miller had stated the dav before
he died that he believed Mrs. Wilson
had taken this will away.

At one o'clock of thesame day and
before the court had given a decision
in the case another petitions had been
filed by C. R. Van Marter in behalf of
Mrs. Minnie Wilson for the probate of
a new will in the nature of a lettfer
dated the same date as the holograp-
hic will. It reads as follows:

Colfax, Cal., Nov. 20, 1917.
, Dear Miss Wilson I leave you all my

fine close or foolishness but to fix up

caint pay you. Know how we was
.going to fix it up if I got well so .if
I die you fix it just that way with the
stat I give you and you keep Loyd

until he get well dont charge him
nothing give him My watch bury me
at Colfax Keep My grave nice all the
time.

At
only one point will a height above
6000 feet have to be reached, while on
the other hand there will be found
hundreds of good landing places where
repairs, oils, gas and aid may be had.

ON FULL SCALE

Kingman now has in full operation
a plant for the manufacture of fiber
from the leaves of the Spanish bay-
onet, and other plants of that charac-
ter. The plant was erected at a cost of
approximately $30,000 by the Indus-
trial Finance company. This com
pany came here with a plan for the
decortating of the leaves of the yuc- - .

a, with a process that was tried out
and found to be a success. It is here
to stay, as thelprofits from fiber are
high and the possibilities of the

are great.
Kingman people realize the impor-

tance of this plant, and the fact thatit is now giving employment to many
people at a good wage.

It is our infant industry, but we ex-
pect it to grow to large proportions,
as there is enough of the fiber mat-
erial within a radius of 20 miles of
Kingman to keep the present plant in
operation for many years. The com-
pany expects to add largely to the
plant within the next six months. nnH
also to experiment with the use of
the celulose and food products that the
plant contains aside from the fiber.

We rather believe that other cactus
will soon be manufactured into valu-
able products, especially in the mak-
ing of veneer and other articles use-
ful in manufactures. So important
is the plant to Kingman and the sur-
rounding country that we believe that
our people should save it and the on- -
gaged in the project every encour-
agement Supt. Stegall informs us
tnat tne payroll of the plant is $500
weekly and this will be doubled within
the next few weeks. All this" money
is distributed in Kingman and goes di-
rectly into the business life of the
town. But this feature of the indus-
try is of minor importance. The one
outstanding feature is that a suc-
cess is being made of a formerly use-l- es

product of the plains of the south-
west, and that from this beginning a
large industry is sure to be the out-
growth.
